In rheumatism, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, etc.. he uses it hot as above, and repeats 
every half hour until perspiration and urination 
are certainly established.

This drug has had a very thorough trial as a remedy in nocturnal incontinence of urine and the 
very general verdict is that it is a remedy of value in this troublesome affection. Its action consists 
chiefly in improving the tone oi the sphincter muscles, but it also exerts a soothing influence over the 
mucous lining of the bladder, rendering the organ more tolerant of the normal urinary secretion. 

Dr. McClanaham, who first prominently called attention to the virtues of Rhus Aromatica claims 
for this drug almost specific properties in nocturnal incontinence of urine, either in old or young. He 
regards it as also useful in hematuria and in menorrhagia. while it is further recommended by some as a 
remedy in atonic diarrhoea, dysentery and summer complaints of children.

This article has lately been very highly 
spoken of as a demulcent and diuretic 
in catarrhal inflammations of the kid- 
neys and bladder. Cases are reported 
by Dr. Dassum, in "/' Union Medicale," 
in which the urine exhibited a strong 
ammoniacal odor, with heavy morbid 
deposits, which were speedily relieved 
by the administration of corn silk. The 
use of the drug in this country has cor- 
roborated the favorable opinion con- 
ceived of it in France. 



IAVA IAYA. (Piper Methysticum.) 

Fluid Extract of the Root. Dose, 20 to 60 
Minims. 

This drug has for a long time been used in its 
native nabitat as a remedy for gonorrhoea, and 
seems to have been very effectual. It has also 
been used beneficially by the natives in gout, 
bronchitis and in erysipelatous eruptions. 

Two or three doses should be given during 
the day, each with a lull goblet of water. It is 
said that 20 minutes after the first dose, a press- 
ing desire to urinate is experienced. The 
quantity of urine is abundant, and it becomes as 
limpid and as clear almost as water. The Kava, 
moreover, acts like a bitter tonic, is pleasant to 
take, stimulates the appetite, does not derange 
the digestive functions, and produces neither 
diarrhoea nor constipation.

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A COMBINED FUSIFORM AND SACCULATED ANEURISM OF 
THE DESCENDING AORTA.

The thoracic aneurism, now before us for our consideration, was 
taken from Charles Haveraux, aged fifty-six years at death, September 
13th, 1882, at which time he was an inmate of Arapahoe County Hos- 
pital. He had been admitted to that institution for different affections 
some eight times since December 16th, 1874, and had been affected 
with his last disease, that of the heart and probably the aneurism, 
five years or more. 

Referring to the records of admissions to the County Hospital, we 
learn that Charles Haveraux was admitted on the dates enumerated, as 
follows, and for the diseases given : 

December, 16th, 1874, Hernia. 

May 2 2d, 1875, Ruptured Varicose Vein. 

December 6th, 1876, Syphilitic Periostitis. 

April 30th, 1877, Syphilitic Periostitis. 

May 22d, 1877, Syphilitic Periostitis. 

February 9th, 1878, Heart Disease. 

February 28th, 1878, Syphilitic Periostitis. 

May 1 2th, 1880, Aneurism. 

Thus it seems he must have been a recipient of the county's 
charity during much of the time for the last eight years of his life, as 
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it is known he resided at the hospital during the whole of the last two 
and a half years. Haveraux had lived in this western country some 
twenty years. Though for some time a soldier in the U. S. army, he was 
recorded as a "stone mason " at the time he was admitted for heart 
disease, in February, '78. He was of French descent and had been a 
man of strong constitution in his earlier days. 

The previous history of this case is necessarily obscure, as no record 
of the case has been preserved other than that already given. However, 
I will present, as best I can, the facts of Haveraux's life and experiences, 
with remarks upon their probable causative relation to this aneurism. 

As to inheritance nothing is known. Haveraux was an unmarried 
man, his occupation being that of a soldier. The bearing of this occu- 
pation as a cause of aneurism is very important. Mr. Myers, of Lon- 
don, gave the statistics of Inspector-General Lawson, {Army Medical 
Report, 1866,) which showed, "that the deaths from aortic aneurism 
were eleven times greater in the army than among the civil population ; 
and he accounted for this great disproportion by the tightness of the dress 
and the accoutrements of the soldier, occasioning greatly increased 
blood-pressure within the aorta during any violent exercise, by compress- 
ing the great vessels of the neck and upper extremities." The same 
writer is authority for the statement, that among soldiers, aortic valve 
disease is twice as frequent as mitral, while in civil life, mitral disease is 
slightly more frequent than aortic. In addition to the greater blood - 
pressure and physical strain due to his occupation, (and it could hardly 
be considered as lessened by his change to a stone mason), it is reason- 
able, I think, to infer that such an active life in these great altitudes may 
have had an additional influence in producing aneurism ; because of the 
greater strain altitude brings for the heart, and bloodvessels. The ner- 
vous tension, due to an exciting climate like this, would certainly not 
lessen the influence mentioned, and the drying up effect of the atmos- 
phere and the alkaline quality of the drinking water, etc., would seem to 
favor calcareous deposits where atheroma is in progress, as was the case 
in this subject. It has seemed to me, indeed, that the calcification of 
tubercle was promoted, and the ossification of arterial walls hastened by 
the conditions mentioned as characteristic of this elevated plateau. 

The age of this patient — fifty or fifty-one — was a fruitful one for the 
occurrence of aneurism as compared with other periods ; especially con- 
sidering the atheromatous condition of the blood vessels, which is more 
apt to be seen late in life. Aneurism of the aorta rarely occurs before 
the age of thirty ; authors generally recording their experience that 
about eighty per cent, of their cases occur between that age and sixty. 
A majority of such aneurisms, occurring between the ages of forty-five

and sixty, are of the circumscribed sacculated or fusiform kind, a combi- 
nation of both of which varieties the aneurism before us represents. 

The patient is said to have complained of rheumatism five years'be- 
fore he died; but this evidence is somewhat uncertain, considering that 
he attributed all his chest pains to rheumatism during his last year at the 
hospital. The rheumatism was undoubtedly of specific character, as 
there was strong evidence of a syphilitic taint, though he stoutly denied 
ever having had anything of the kind. Dr. Lemen,* during his service at 
the hospital some two years ago, says that he treated him for an iritis, 
which he judged to be syphilitic, as the cure was effected through the 
use of iodide of potassium, and Dr. Carlin says that during his service 
at the hospital, it was noticed that the aneurismal symptoms or effects 
were worse at night. The evidence is necessarily meagre upon this and 
many other points into which it would be interesting to inquire. 

Haveraux claimed to have never been addicted to the excessive use 
of alcoholic drinks, and there is no evidence given of the occurrence of 
gout or kidney disease. Heyond what might be inferred from his occu- 
pations, as already explained, there is wanting any history of any great 
strain, such as might be expected to have important etiological bearings 
upon such an aneurism. 

There was one condition which would favor the probability of 
rheumatism having had a causative influence in producing . this phe- 
nomena. I refer to insufficiency of the aortic valves. When first I saw 
this patient, in April last, I noted the existence of a double heart mur- 
mur, in a hasty examination, which did not at that time determine the 
locality of the aneurism. Some enlargement of the heart was likewise 
noticed, which condition might be reasonably looked for with such de- 
fective heart valves. The imperfection of the aortic valves, however, 
favoring as it does greater labor on the part of the heart, must be pro- 
ductive of a constant strain upon the walls of the aorta. If these tunics, 
through atheromatous degeneraton. happen to be weakened, such, por- 
tions are quite sure to give way and aneurism result. The shock to such 
portions of the thoracic aorta is greater because of aortic insufficiency, 
since the ventricular systole is not only required to force more than the 
ordinary quantity of blood into the aorta, part of each previously pro- 
pelled current having returned into the left ventricle ; but the force of 
the aortic current is greater against the arterial walls because of their re- 
laxed condition immediately previous to the cardiac systole. The 

*In remarks made during the discussion of this paper, Dr. Lemen gave confirmatory evidence that 
Haveraux had syphilis. He also detailed some of the symptoms which Ted to the diagnosis of aneurism 
of the innominate artery, or of that together with the arch of the aorta, mentioning the altered voice, 
considerable contraction of one pupil for the space of two weeks or more, etc. The impression was that 
there must be pressure on one of the recurrent branches of the pneumogastric. He also added to Hav- 
eraux's success as a clinical subject, by stating that at one time during his charge of the hospital, 
Haveraux had a genuine epithelioma of the lip, as was shown by microscopic examination. The tumor 
was removed by the knife, and it did not return again. 
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inference is then, to ray mind, quite reasonable, that rheumatism and co- 
incident or resulting atheromatous and calcareous degeneration, undoubt- 
edly aggravated by syphilitic infection, had left the valves defective, and 
the aorta weakened at the seat of the aneurism. Consequently, in the 
course of time, hypertrophy of the heart and this progressively enlarg- 
ing aneurism most naturally resulted. 

The syntptoms and physical signs undoubtedly varied somewhat dur- 
ing. life, on different occasions leading, I am told, to the diagnosis of 
aneurism of the innominate artery. This was, probably, because the 
pneumogastric or its recurrent branches were undoubtedly pressed upon, 
as evidenced by a somewhat altered voice and spasmodic attacks of 
dyspnoea. The pain, from which the patient was a great sufferer, was also 
of a paroxysmal character, generally shooting upward, from the heart or 
the left infra axillary region, to the shoulder of that side. 

The chest of this patient was remarkably deformed — in general be- 
ing barrel-shaped like that of an emphysematous person — but the left 
side was especially enlarged ; the left mammary and infra-mammary 
regions bulging out to a considerable degree, which gave^a very greatly in- 
creased antero-posterior measurement of the left half of the thorax The 
region of cardiac dullness was greatly extended, and the heart was evident- 
ly-forced forward and considerably flattened against the anterior wall of 
the chest. There was regurgitation noticed in both the mitral and aortic 
valvef, as inferred from the murmurs which were heard over a consider- 
able area. There was dullness on percussion in the left infra mammary, 
infra axiliary and infra and inter-scapular regions. At my second 
examination in June, a faint murmur with a thrill or bruit, immediately 
following the cardiac systole, was heard, with the stethoscope along the 
left side of the spinal column from the eighth to the twelfth dorsal 
vertebrae. Aneurism of the descending portion of the thoracic aorta 
was therefore considered most probable. 

Haveraux died suddenly, rupture of the aneurismal sack taking 
place while he was sitting at the table at dinner. A post-mortem was 
held during the night of the same day ; the operation being principally 
performed by Dr. Carlin, and Dr. Kelley, the resident physician. On 
opening the thorax an aneurism of the descending aorta was found of 
considerable size, holding, undoubtedly, over a pint when distended. 

THE POST MORTEM APPEARANCES 

were peculiar and interesting. The shape of the aneurism was anoma- 
lous in that, besides a considerable general dilatation of the artery and 
the main posterior sack, there was another sacculated portion farther for- 
ward, on the inside of the main expansion of the aorta. This had push- 
ed itself out into a long pendulous tit-like projection ; a very prominent 
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part of the aneurismal specimen as any one can see when it is, as at present, 
stuffed with cottou. The main sack of the aneurism is somewhat shrunk- 
en by the alcohol in which it has been preserved.

I regret that an explanation is necessary why the pendulous portion, 
of this aneurism was not left with the diaphragm attached.,, through which, 
it had worked it$ way so far that the rupture, which finally occurred, wa& 
into the abdominal cavity. 

When the thorax was opened this pendulous portion, collapsed andi 
covered with blood, and lying concealed in the back part of the thoracic 
cavity, remained unnoticed until the final effort to free the aneurism ancj 
lift it out of the cavity. Then the attachment to the vertebrae seemed 
to be the principal obstacle. Besides it was late at night, and the post-: 
mortem was hastily performed by the aid of a single light, and with the 
expectation that a more careful examination of the aneurism would be 
made afterward. So the artery was cut below the coeliac axis, and both 
ends above and below the aneurism and all attachments, including this 
pendulous portion, were freed by force from the diaphragm, pericardium 
and surrounding parts. This was in order to remove the vertebrae to which 
the aneurismal tumor had become attached. Nevertheless that this pendu.- 
lous portion, the like of which I have not seen mentioned in any treatise 
on aneurism, must have reached and worn its way through the diaphragm 
is evidenced by its length, (four inches or over).; its locality and the 
fact that it finally ruptured at its lower extremity into the abdominal 
cavity where, near the spleen, large clots of blood were found on open- 
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ing the abdominal cavity before the aneurism was disturbed. Ex- 
cepting at this extremity of this aneurismal sack, all the other openings 
were made during the process of the post-mortem or afterward in dissect- 
ing away the considerable amount of fibrous or adventitious tissue which 
surrounded this specimen. 

Here it is pertinent to remark that an atheromatous degeneration 
must have preceded or accompanied the aneurismal process, for the 
tunics of the aneurism as well as some portions of the aorta were seen 
to be changed into fibrous tissue of a yellowish-white color, soft and 
easily torn. Other portions were seen to be in the state of calcareous 
degeneration, which often accompanies atheroma, as whole sections were 
lined with calcareous matter, and there was ossification of the aortic 
valves. 

THE FORM OF THIS ANEURISM 

may be stated to be the fusiform and sacculated combined. The former 
because from three to four inches of the aorta, below the arch and 
above the diaphragm, is involved in the dilating process for the most 
of the circumference of the vessel, and the latter because there are two 
large sacks or pouches projecting from this central dilatation. The 
larger of these pushing backwards is attached to the anterior and 
left lateral surfaces of the eighth and seventh and to part of the 
sixth dorsal vertebrae. This pressure has been continued till consid- 
erable erosion can be felt inside this pouch, of the bodies of the 
seventh and eighth vertebrae. The other pouch projects inwards from 
the inner portion of the main fusiform dilatation and is about one inch 
and a quarter in diameter throughout its whole length, which, in a down- 
ward direction, is between three and four inches. It was this latter pen- 
dulous sack which had undoubtedly worn its way through the diaphragm. 
Both the pendulous and posterior sacks contained large pieces of partly 
organized fibrin, the greatest distribution of it being around the inside, 
especially in sacculated portions of these larger divisions of the aneurism. 
The whole combination makes a specimen which is unique and of 
unusual interest. As it will be so, especially to our students of anatomy, 
we take pleasure in leaving it here as the property of the Medical Col- 
lege, to remain in the museum of that institution. 

LOCALITY OF THE ANEURISM. 

Comparing the frequency of the occurrence of aneurism, above the 
diaphragm and below the arch of the aorta, with other portions of the 
thoracic aorta, we find that this is the least frequent locality of all por- 
tions, amounting, according to Sibson, to a little more than one-tenth of 
such aneurisms. In Sibson's " Medical Anatomy" (London, 1869), the 
following sub divisions are given of 703 aneurisms of the thoracic aorta : 
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198 were of the ascending aorta; 87 complicating the sinuses of val- 
salva, while 140 complicated the ascending and transverse portion, 
making 420 out of 703 aneurisms, or nearly sixty per cent., affecting 
some portion of the ascending aorta. 

This is a confirmation of the pathological law that that portion of 
the aorta which is subject to the greatest strain, is most frequently the seat 
of aneurism. Aneurisms are prone in this locality to cause erosion of 
the vertebrae, as in this instance. In Sibson's cases, forty-three per cent, 
of those occurring below the arch and in the thorax, caused this erosion ; 
forty-eight per cent, the compression of the left lung; twelve and one- 
half per cent, pressure on trachea ; and, thirty -seven and one-half per 
cent, pressure on left primary bronchus. The locality of the aneurism 
also must have had a special influence upon the functions of respiration 
through pressure upon the pneumogastric or some of its branches, thus 
explaining the attacks of dyspnoea, resembling asthmatic attacks, which 
occurred during the last months of the patient's life. Of the results of 
aneurism in this locality, taken from Sibson's analysis already referred 
to, there was dyspnoea in fifty per cent. ; cough in forty-six ; voice affect- 
ed in twenty-five ; and dysphagia existed in thirty-three per cent. 



CONTRIBUTIONS TO OBSTETRICS AND GYNFXOLOGY,

Case III. Miss B., age nineteen; never married ; menstruated first 
at the age of thirteen ; flow lasted four to five days ; pain during the 
whole time, but very severe on the first day. Occupation general housa 
work. Was brought to my office by a wealthy lady of this city, February, 
1 88 1, who told me that Miss B. was a good girl, but a great sufferer; 
begged of me to do all that I could for her, " but not to make an exam-, 
{nation " 

She complained of constant, heavy, dull, and dragging down pain 
in the lower part of her back, and of great exhaustion at night after her 
days' work was done. She had a haggard, care-worn expression, and suf- 
fered from obstinate constipation. Prescribed for the constipation and 
gave a tonic, telling her to call again in two weeks. She called in less 
time, saying that the medicine was "no good" and that she was getting 
worse. I advised an examination, to which the girl readily consented, 
but the lady before referred to positively refused to give her consent, 
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whereupon I refused to have anything more to do with the patient. In a 
few days, however, they both returned. A digital examination, per 
vagina, easily detected a completely retroverted uterus. The presence 
of the hymen, etc., and the nervous condition of the patient prevented 
any further examination. I advised the administration of ether; this 
was agreed to, and on the day appointed Dr. C. J. Skinner gave the ether. 
Drs. Edmunson and Kimball present; the uterus was readily put in posi- 
tion, using a Sims' sound. A small Hodge pessary kept it in position. 
She remained in bed two weeks, occupying the knee-chest position as 
much of the time as possible, without causing too much fatigue. The 
uterus remained in situ, and the pessary caused no inconvenience. Great 
care was taken in moulding and shaping the pessary, for they often fail 
of their object because of neglect on the part of the surgeon in this par- 
ticular; perhaps a little too long, or too wide, or too large, or the curve too 
short, etc.*, and the instrument is thrown away, and the patient consigned 
to her misery, and the use of pessaries condemned and damned in gen- 
eral by both the doctor and the sufferer. The most frequent cause of 
failure, probably is due to the use of pessaries much too large ; causing pain, 
stretching unduly the walls of the vagina, destroying their elasticity, inter- 
fering with the circulation, giving rise, in many instances, to ulcerations, 
etc. I have seen this patient frequently during the last two years ; no 
return of her trouble, and, so far as I know, she is in perfect health. 

Case IV. I was sent for in great haste during the month of June, 
1 88 1, to see Mrs. M.,and learned from her the following history : Married 
twice; had two children ; youngest nine years old. Her present trouble 
dated from the birth of this child. This labor was tedious and very 
•difficult. Her first severe illness occurred about three years ago, while she 
was living in Butte City, Montana, which, judging from her description, 
was an attack of pelvic cellulitis. Condition when I first saw her : Ema- 
ciated ; had that expression about the face which one often sees when 
severe suffering has been endured for a long time. She was very much 
depressed, and begged of me to give her enough morphine to control 
her pain. Examination : — The entire pelvic cavity was filled by a large 
mass, rising a little above the brim of the pelvis, which felt like an im- 
mense sponge filled with some semi-solid substance. Placing the index 
finger of the left hand behind the cervix, lifting it slightly and pushing 
the mass upwards, or rather pushing upward against it, for it would yield 
but very little, gave relief from pain. Placing her in the knee-chest posi- 
tion, (Bozeman's) using the middle and index fingers as a Sims' specu- 
lum, the pain was completely and entirely relieved ; keeping her in this 
position I columned the vagina with dry cotton ; she then resumed the 
dorsal position and was entirely free from pain. I instructed her to re- 
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move the cotton as soon as pain returned, to use injections of hot water 
and send for me immediately. The pain returned in about five hours. 
Placed her in the same position, and used the cotton as before, with the 
same result. I repeated this process every five or six, and later on 
eight hours, during the next fifteen or twenty days; by this time the 
mass was somewhat reduced in size, was much softer, more movable and 
I was able to map out the position of the uterus, which was that of com- 
plete retroversion, engorged and subinvoluted. There was bilateral lac- 
eration of the cervix, extending to the vaginal junction. The treatment 
as described was continued for another twenty days, with the addition 
of glycerine on the cotton. At the end of this time it was only neces- 
sary to change the cotton once in twenty-four hours. I now began the 
posterior columning of the vagina, gradually breaking up the posterior 
adhesions of the uterus, thus replacing the retroverted womb. This was 
accomplished in from thirty to forty days*. She was now entirely relieved 
of pain, the uterus quite movable and easily maintained in position by 
the cotton, which was now changed every third or fourth day. I advised 
closure of the lacerated cervix. Her home accommodation not being 
the best, she concluded to go to St. Luke's Hospital. Although I dislike 
general hospitals for uterine cases, yet greatly prefer them to many of the 
private houses. She was admitted to St. Luke's October, 1881. 

After a few days' preparation the operation was performed. Ether 
was administered by Dr. J. H. Kimball, and I was further assisted by 
Dr. E. C. Rivers, resident physician, to whom I am greatly indebted for 
not only valuable assistance rendered during the operation, but the care- 
fully carrying out of the details of the after treatment. The only diffi- 
culty experienced in performing the operation was in drawing the uterus 
down, compelling us to operate with the cervix high up in the vagina. 
The silver wire sutures were removed on the eighth day. Union was per- 
fect. She was discharged at the end of six weeks cured, having gained 
at least twenty-five pounds in weight. The uterus was kept in position 
by a retroversion pessary. The laceration in this case occured without a 
doubt at the birth of her last child ; this condition prevented complete 
involution, and the uterus being abnormally heavy, and having its proper 
supports weakened, became retroverted. Other sequelae common in these 
cases soon followed, and finally pelvic cellulitis with repeated relapses, 
until she was reduced to the condition in which I found her. 

Case V. Miss B. called at my office September 15th, 1881. Aged 
twenty-two. She was single, and menstruated first at the age of fourteen. 
Always had severe pain the day preceeding her period and the first day 
during, but the last two or three years she had been worse. I advised a 
thorough examination. She at first refused, but when told that absolutely 
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nothing could be done without this, she consented. As I found the uterus 
anteverted, (slightly flexed), this seemed to me a good case for the Gehrung 
anteversion pessary. Not having one in my office of the right size, I 
took a Hodge pessary, and shaped it into a Gehrung, the inserting of 
this replaced the uterus. As she left the office, she expressed herself as 
feeling " splendid.' ' I told her to come back or send for me immediately 
if she had any pain, but in any event to be sure to return in ten days. It 
was fifteen months before I saw her again, she then called, not in reference 
to her former trouble, but to consult me concerning her approaching 
confinement. Said she had been married five and pregnant about three 
months. I asked her about the support, she knew nothing of it, and 
seemed surprised at my question, stated that she had been in excellent 
health ever since I replaced her womb, over one year ago. I forgot to 
mention that she was left in ignorance as to the pessary, for fear of mak- 
ing her nervous, presuming, of course, she would call again in a few days. 
I found the pessary just as I had placed it and the uterus in proper posi- 
tion. Removed the pessary, and, as the uterus seemed to remain in its 
normal position, the support was not reinserted. I saw her two weeks 
later and there was no change in the situation of the uterus. She has not 
yet been confined but is enjoying perfect health. 

Case VI. During the month of January, 1881, I was called to see 
Mrs. S., 37 years old ; first menstruated at fifteen. Married sixteen years, 
and had four children. I found her in bed with clothing, bedding and 
everything saturated with blood, and she was still flowing ; the result of 
an abortion which occurred two days previous. The fetus and placenta 
having all come away so far as I could ascertain. Elevated her hips, 
applied ice to the cervjx and on the abdomen. Gave no ergot. The 
uterus after a few hours, contracted nicely, and in ten or twelve days she 
was all right and called at my office, when I obtained from her the follow- 
ing history : Youngest child, four years old ; has not been well since its 
birth. Suffers much pain at her periods, flow excessive. Pain in 
" small of her back;" feels a heavy weight when she stands, or walks, 
is easily fatigued ; constipated and gets up four or five times every night to 
urinate. 

Upon examination I found the uterus anteverted, enlarged with a 
slight laceration of the cervix. She wanted me to treat her if I could 
do so without using "those abominable old pessaries ;" said that she 
had tried all kinds and they invariably made her worse. I said very well, 
that I would make an astringent application. The case was one, which, 
in my judgment, would be greatly relieved if not cured by Gehrung*s 
anteversion pessary, and I could not resist the temptation to try one ; in- 
serted a number three, and the womb readily turned to its normal axis. 
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I then saturated a small piece of cotton with the glycerole of tannin, 
tied a string to it and placed this against the os uteri, telling her to re- 
move it at the end of three days, and to call at my office in ten days, or 
sooner if she had any pain. She called as requested, happy and cheerful. 
The pessary was in proper position and the uterus where it should be 
naturally. Told her that she was wearing an " abominable pessary," 
and that I would remove it if she so desired, but she thought best to try 
it another ten days. She called every ten days for three months. All of 
the old symptoms complained of when first seen at my office, had disap- 
peared and she was well. Showed her how to remove and reinsert the 
instrument. Have seen her several times since and always well, and she 
continues to wear the support. 

These last two cases I have reported with a view of making some re- 
marks, on the use of the Gehrung pessaries and on the anteversion and 
anteflexion pessaries in general. But want of space prevents my doing 
so in this number.

INFECTION OF SCARLET FEVER.

Among some old notes of cases I find the following, which may be 
of interest, as bearing on the question of the communicability of scarlet 
fever. A gentleman living on a farm seven miles below Joliet, Ills., and 
one mile from the railroad station, had a daughter twelve years old, who 
spent the winter of 1872-3 in Chicago, living in the family of a sister, 
who was a resident of the city. In the month of February she had an 
attack of scarlet fever, and I was called to attend her. It was a simple 
case, quite devoid of interest, and the recovery was speedy and complete. 
During the period of her convalescence, after the eruption had disap- 
peared, and when the patient was beginning to sit up, her father came 
from his home to see her, remaining one night with the family in which 
the child lived. In the evening the father held the child in his arms. 
In the morning he returned to Joliet, where he stopped, and was about 
the town transacting business, until the evening train took him seven miles 
to his own station, from which he walked one mile to his home, reaching 
it about twelve hours after he had left Chicago. He had children at 
"home, none of whom had previously contracted scarlet fever. Of the 
number, one sickened with the disease on the fourteenth, and another on 
the fifteenth day after the father's return from visiting his sick child in 
Chicago. Two weeks later, another child came down with the disease, 
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and the others escaped. The children had not been from home, nor was 
any scarlet fever known to be in the neighborhood. The friends who 
gave me such of the above facts as did not come under my personal ob- 
servation, were highly intelligent and trustworthy persons. Doubtless, 
the disease would rarely be communicated under circumstances such as I 
have narrated, though I believe it was in this instance, and the case 
suggests the care that should be observed if we would limit the spread of 
scarlet fever. — Chicago Medical Journal and Examiner ■, January , i88j.

STOCKADING A LOOSE CARTILAGE WITH HARE LIP PINS 

TO FIX IT FOR OPERATION.

A patient came to me from Dakota with a loose cartilage in the 
knee-joint. There was the usual complaint of its catching suddenly in 
the articulation so as to produce violent pain, followed by synovitis, and 
reason to fear that, by continued repetition of these accidents, destruc- 
tive disease of the knee would be set up. 

The object was of moderate size, and had this particular behavior, 
that it could not be cornered in the usual pocket in the antero-lateral fold 
of the synovial membrane where it laps over the edge of the tibia. In- 
stead of this, whenever it appeared within reach, it was in the broad 
fold of the sac, where it laps upward on the side of the condyle of the 
femur. I found the space here was so wide that I could not retain the 
slippery cartilage in one spot long enough to extract it, for with the 
slightest change in the position of the fingers, I lost it into the interior 
of the articulation. 

After being baffled in this way three or four times, I attempted to 
transfix the body with a cataract needle, but found it calcified, and so 
hard that I only bent the point of the needle, while a stronger needle, 
next resorted to, would not penetrate the object enough to get a secure 
hold. 

Defeated in all these efforts, I next took a number of hare-lip pins, 
and inserted them down to the condyle in a circle around the floating 
body, and thus confined it in a stockade. Then, with a tenotome and 
a pair of forceps, I succeeded without difficulty in the extraction. 

The operation was done under carbolized spray, and with all anti- 
septic precautions. A very slight synovitis ensued, but it was insignifi- 
cant, and subsided without any. evil results. — Chicago Medical Journal 
and Examiner, January, 1883.

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A LECTURE ON THE FREQUENT REPETITION OF DOSES. 

DELIVERED AT THE BELLEVUE HOSPITAL MEDICAL COLLEGE.

PROFESSOR OF MATERIA MEDICA AND THERAPEUTICS AND OF CLINICAL MEDICINE. 

Gentlemen : — I propose to direct your attention this morning to 
the subject referred to at my last lecture, namely, the frequent repetition 
of doses. This subject is a very important one, and one regarding which 
it is very difficult to establish any arbitrary rules. In the case of chronic 
diseases, where it is necessary to continue the treatment for a long time, 
the plan of administering the medicine in larger doses at intervals of five 
or six hours is probably the best one which can be adopted. For exam- 
ple, if you were prescribing some preparation of iron in a case of anaemia, 
it would be unnecessary to give it oftener than three times daily. Again, 
in certain cases it may be desirable to produce the full effect of the drug 
at a single dose, as in the administration of a cathartic, or of quinine to 
reduce temperature. 

In other cases, however, it is desired, in administering medicinal 
remedies, to keep up their continued effect, and the question arises, 
whether we can accomplish this purpose better by giving them in smaller 
doses at frequent intervals than by giving them in large doses at much 
longer intervals, the total amount of the drug in the end being, perhaps, 
the same in either case. It is a fact with which you are acquainted that 
certain drugs become absorbed and produce their effect upon the system 
in a very short time, and they may also be eliminated very rapidly, while 
others act slowly and are eliminated after a longer interval. 

It is not my intention this morning to deliver a scientific lecture ; I 
shall make certain statements based upon clinical facts for which I shall 
not attempt to give any explanation. 

The first drug to which I would call your attention in connection 
with the subject of the lecture is the chlorate of potash. It may not be 
unknown to most of you that this drug has at times been administered in 
sufficiently large doses to produce a dangerous inflammation of the kid- 
neys. Special attention has been called to this fact by Dr. Jacobi, of 
this city, and also by other authors. This danger can be avoided by ad* 
ministering the drug in small doses frequently repeated. In writing the 
prescription, a teaspoon ful of the solution may be made to represent as 
much of the drug as you wish to give ; or, if it be in a more concentrated 
form, the patient may add water to it. Grain doses given every half-hour 
in scarlet fever, diphtheria, tonsillitis, etc., will produce the same results 
as larger doses, without the danger of the evil effects resulting from the 
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accumulation of the drug in the system, as sometimes happens when it is 
administered in the ordinary way. Indeed, I believe they will produce 
better results upon the throat inflammations. 

For the treatment of neuralgia, croton chloral has for a long time 
been given in large doses, as from five to eight grains, repeated every two 
hours, until fifteen grains are taken. But allow me to suggest what I con- 
sider a better mode of administering the drug — that is, to give a grain 
of it, prepared as you please, either in liquid or pill form, every half- 
hour until the neuralgic symptoms are relieved. A solution of which a 
teaspoonful represents a grain of the croton chloral may be made, having 
scarcely any of the bad taste which usually belongs to this medicine when 
given in large doses. I may here remark that one of the important ad- 
vantages connected with the frequent repetition of doses is the fact that 
the medicine may be so largely diluted with water or other vehicle as to 
be rendered comparatively tasteless, and harmless to the mucous mem- 
brane of the stomach. 

You will often be called upon to treat very obstinate cases of urti- 
caria, and you will be put to your wits' end to know what to do. The 
plan ordinarily suggested is to give alkalies, as the bicarbonate of sodium, 
or magnesium ; but, if you will give the patient two grains of the salicylate 
of sodium every hour or half-hour, you will usually be enabled to effect a 
cure even in obstinate cases, except those of a chronic nature. Two 
grains of the salicylate of sodium administered in a teaspoonful of water 
is almost tasteless, and may be given without producing disturbance of 
digestion. Urticaria is often caused by the administration of full doses 
of balsam of copaiba in cases of urethritis, or inflammation of other 
mucous membranes, and it may seem strange to you when I make the 
statement that a single drop of the same drug given every half- hour will 
sometimes control urticaria. I have no explanation to offer, but I make 
the statement not alone upon the authority of others ; I myself have 
often observed the efficacy of the treatment, although not so frequently 
as in the treatment by the salicylate of sodium. 

Fowler's solution, or the liquor potassii arsenitis, half a drop given 
every half-hour for six or eight doses, will often relieve the vomiting 
which occurs after a debauch. It will also relieve the morning vomiting 
of drunkards, and is of decided benefit in the sympathetic nausea and 
vomiting of pregnancy. 

Jaborandi has been given in large doses with a view to exciting per- 
spiration in cases of Bright' s disease, but the very serious objection has 
been found to its administration in this manner, that it sometimes has a 
very depressing effect upon the heart's action, resulting in some cases 
fatally. Now, five to ten-minim doses of the fluid extract of jabo- 
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randi given every hour or half-hour will produce marked perspiration 
without causing any unpleasant effects upon the heart. I sometimes com- 
bine with the jaborandi the tincture of digitalis, with a view to counter- 
act any possible evil influence which the former drug may have upon the 
heart. So dangerous do I consider large doses of jaborandi that I often 
hesitate long before administering it, especially in the uraemia of the 
puerperal state. 

You will please remember that the amount of the medicines admin- 
istered is not so small as you may at first suppose, especially if you take 
into consideration their strength and the frequency of their repetition. 

The next preparation of which I shall speak is a solution of the sul- 
phate of atropine, one one-hundredth of a grain in a goblet of water, a 
teaspoonful of which shall constitute a dose, amounting in all to about 
sixty doses Now, you will often be called to see cases of supposed 
croup, but which, in the majority of instances, prove to be cases of false 
croup of a reflex origin. Ordinarily, you will be able to relieve these 
patients by giving them a teaspoonful of this preparation every hour. It 
is possible the remedy acts slightly as a stimulant of the respiratory cen- 
ter ; it is also possible that it has some influence upon muscular contrac- 
tion or relaxation ; at all events, clinical experience proves that it is of 
benefit in these cases. A dose may be repeated every hour or half-hour, 
according to the severity of the attack. If the child's face begins to 
flush and show signs of the physiological effect of the drug, the dose can 
be reduced in frequency. It should be remembered that when thus ad- 
ministered the equivalent of a full dose of the drug will soon be reached. 
Do not forget in these cases to give an emetic if there is anything in the 
stomach which may be causing the spasm, or a cathartic if there be reason 
to suspect intestinal disturbance as the cause. 

The bromides are largely used in the treatment of the nervous and 
febrile disturbances of children, but an objection to them is the fact that 
the little patients do not take them readily, because of the taste; the bro- 
mide of sodium is, perhaps, as little disagreeable as any of the preparations. 
This objection can be avoided by giving small doses frequently repeated; 
for instance, a few grains dissolved in half a tumblerful of water, a tea- 
spoonful representing a half-grain, or a grain even, administered every 
ten or fifteen minutes. When given in this manner, the bromides often 
prove of great benefit in the nervous disturbances arising from dentition 
and other causes, and in relieving the fever which, in children, usually 
attends a slight degree of excitement of any kind. I have seen an ele- 
vation of the temperature in children where it could not be traced to any 
other cause than the excitement incident to their afternoon play. A tem- 
perature which might indicate a sickness of considerable gravity in the 
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adult, if it occur in a child may be of comparatively little importance. 
In such cases the bromides, administered in small doses, say a grain or 
two at intervals of ten or fifteen minutes, will often prove of great benefit. 
I began the use of some of these remedies administered in this man- 
ner on the recommendation of others, and I must say in a somewhat 
skeptical frame of mind, thinking that the effect which they produced 
was probably due to the moral influence upon the patient, or that it had 
no foundation in fact, it being a mere coincidence that the drugs were 
administered at a time when the patients would have recovered in the 
absence of any treatment ; but, having seen benefit follow their admin- 
istration repeatedly, I concluded they must have a wider range of useful- 
ness, and began to use them much more frequently. 

You will often meet with children of a nervous, excitable frame of 
mind, who are, perhaps, naturally of a sensitive, nervous temperament, 
who are disturbed by the slightest noise, and are unable to go to sleep 
before ten or eleven o'clock at night. In such cases you will find it nec- 
essary to give a nervous sedative. An excellent effect will be produced 
by chamomilla in some one of its forms, as the tincture, administered 
in minim doses, every fifteen or twenty minutes. It is tonic as well as 
sedative. It is a better sedative in such cases than the hydrate of chloral, 
which is liable to affect the digestion. It is harmless when given in larger 
doses. Put a teaspoonful into a half- tumblerful of water, and let the 
child drink it freely. 

One of the most important remedies which can be administered 
with great benefit in frequently repeated doses is ipecac. You are 
aware that a teaspoonful of the syrup of ipecac is likely to produce 
emesis ; but it is also a fact, regarding which I was at first quite skepti- 
cal, that a single drop of wine of ipecac .will often arrest obstinate vom- 
iting. It should be repeated every ten or fifteen minutes. When admin- 
istered in this manner, I have often known it to relieve vomiting from 
different causes, among which are pregnancy and subacute gastritis. 
Children often vomit from very slight causes, and are liable to suffer 
from diarrhoea and vomiting which have no other assignable cause than 
disturbance of digestion. A single drop of the wine of ipecac, repeated 
every fifteen or twenty minutes, will often produce the most marked re- 
lief, both from the vomiting and from the diarrhoea. Administered in 
this manner, the drug is not nauseous, and is easily taken. 

I now make a statement, upon the authority of Trousseau and his 
enthusiastic successor, which may appear to you, as it once did to me, 
incredible — viz.: that one sixtieth of a grain of calomel taken every hour 
for ten or twelve hours will relieve the headache of syphilis occurring at 
night. I have administered it in one-fortieth-grain doses in this man- 
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ner and have obtained the results which they claimed for it, but I have 
not yet tried it in the sixtieth-grain doses. The relief was very marked 
by the second or third night. It is not intended to take the place of 
iodides which are given in such cases. Doubtless the calomel, when ad- 
ministered in such small doses, is all taken up into the system. 

Nursing children often vomit or regurgitate their food ; this has 
been relieved repeatedly in my experience by giving them a teaspoonfui 
of a solution of one grain of calomel to the pint of water every ten or 
fifteen minutes. In order to dissolve it, the calomel should first be put 
into an ounce of lime water, and then into the pint of pure water. One 
twenty-fourth of a grain of mercury with chalk, administered every fif- 
teen or twenty minutes, is often of great benefit in the vomiting and non- 
inflammatory diarrhoea of children. Where the diarrhoea is accompanied 
by mucous passages, indicative of a certain degree of inflammatory action, 
or enteritis, benefit will be derived from the administration of one tea- 
spoonful of a solution of bichloride of mercury (corrosive sublimate), 
one grain to the quart, every hour. The dose may seem very small, but 
it must be remembered that the dose for an adult is only one sixtieth to 
one thirtieth of a grain, and, when administered in this manner, -the full 
dose for a child is reached within a few hours. 

Another extraordinary statement, which at first seemed to me to be 
fabulous, and may seem so to you, but which, nevertheless, you will find 
to be based upon clinical facts: Put a grain of tartar emetic into one 
quart of water ; teaspoonfui doses of this solution every half-hour will 
prove effectual for the relief of the wheezing and cough accompanying 
a slight bronchitis in children. 

A single drop of the tincture of nux vomica given every ten min- 
utes will often produce most marked relief in sick headache not of a neu- 
rotic origin. It should be given immediately after or soon after meals. 

It is well known that cantharides, when given in large doses, is 
liable to cause inflammation of the urinary tract ; but it has been found 
that a single drop of the tincture every hour will in many cases relieve 
vesical catarrh. 

You probably have heard that digitalis has been used in cardiac dis- 
eases. Certainly if you have not heard of it you will, and, if you have 
already heard of it, you will hear of it again, particularly at the clinics. 
Ordinarily, it is administered in considerable doses only three or four 
times a day; but I do not hesitate to say that frequent repetition of 
small doses will produce much more benefit than larger doses at longer 
intervals. A single drop of the tincture of digitalis, given to a patient 
suffering from symptoms due to organic heart disease when digitalis is in- 
dicated, administered at intervals of an hour or half-hour, according to 
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the severity of the symptoms, wiJl often give greater relief than larger 
doses, and without liability to ill effects. 

For the diarrhoea of children, accompanied with slight inflammation, 
straining, and the passage of jelly-looking matter, but not true dysen- 
tery, five drops of castor-oil, given every hour in water with sugar and 
gum, is an excellent remedy. 

A gentleman in this city, of authority in the specialty of venereal 
diseases, says he has given greater relief in a short time, in cases of or- 
chitis and epididymitis, by the administration of two-minim doses of the 
tincture of Pulsatilla every hour than by any other mode of treatment. I 
can testify to the great benefit derived from the drug administered in 
this manner in dysmenorrhoea not of a membranous, obstructive, or neu- 
ralgic character. 

One of the most distressing symptoms from which many women 
suffer at the menopause is flatulence, and a sensation of fluttering or 
palpitation at the pit of the stomach, an effectual remedy against which 
is the extract of calabar bean in one-fiftieth grain doses, repeated every 
half-hour for six or eight doses. It may be repeated in the same way 
after stopping it for three hours. 

In cases of amenorrhoea not dependent upon anaemia, benefit may 
be derived from minim doses of the fluid extract of ergot administered 
every half-hour for five or six hours the day before the flow should begin, 
and again on the day on which it should occur. Contradictory as it 
may seem, when administered in the same manner the fluid extract of er- 
got is of benefit in cases of excessive menstruation. 

Aconite is one of the drugs to which you will probably have occa- 
sion to resort frequently when you enter upon the active practice of medi- 
cine. It has for a long time been used in quite small doses, but not so 
frequently repeated as it might be with benefit. There are many cases of 
febrile movement, with dry, hot skin, a full, bounding pulse, the mucous 
membrane of the throat and nose, probably dry — cases in which the 
febrile movement is not the commencement of one of the continued 
fevers ; the tincture of aconite, one third to one half a minim given every 
fifteen minutes, will be found of decided benefit. Visiting the patient 
shortly after the commencement of this treatment, you will often find him 
in a little perspiration ; the medicine may then be administered at longer 
intervals, every half-hour or longer, according to the indications. The 
tincture of aconite, administered in a similar manner, is also useful in 
cases of commencing so-called cold in the head. It is likewise useful in 
cardiac hypertrophy with palpitation, severe headache, and disturbance 
of the nervous system due to increased force of the heart-beat. 
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Two minims of the tincture of hamamelis every half-hour will often 
control hemorrhages. I was at first inclined to look upon this statement 
with a great deal of distrust, but I have since tried it in cases of hemor- 
rhage from the nose, from the uterus, and in the hemorrhage from hem- 
orrhoids, and have found it of great benefit. • 

The tincture of belladonna in minim doses, given every half-hour, 
is a good remedy in cases of nasal catarrh, and bronchitis accompanied 
by free secretion. You should cease to give the drug for a while after 
eight or ten doses have been administered, as it is less quickly eliminated 
from the system than the other medicines'* 6T which we have already 
spoken. In cases of pulmonary oedema with failure of heart power, bel- 
ladonna thus administered is of benefit in retarding the exudation of 
serum, and in overcoming the failure of heart power. 

Two grains of the chloride of ammonium, combined with ten or 
fifteen minims of the tincture of cubebs, given every half-hour, often- 
times controls acute pharyngitis and superficial inflammation of the other 
tissues about the throat. For inflammation of the throat dependent upon 
a gouty diathesis, add to this mixture ten minims of the ammoniated 
tincture of guaiac, and administer every hour. 

In the headache of migraine, one grain of the citrate of caffeine 
given every half-hour will often produce most marked relief. 

In neuralgias about the face or head, three-minim doses of the tinc- 
ture of gelseminum every half-hour will often act almost miraculously 
and leave no ill effects. 

For certain kinds of headaches (especially those which are periodical 
and not of malarial origin,) fifteen minim doses of fluid extract of gua- 
rana given every fifteen minutes will very frequently relieve. If it does 
not relieve in four doses, increase the dose to thirty minims.

REPORT ON DISEASES OF CHILDREN. 
By F. Marquand Trask, M.D. 
Treatment of Diphtheria — Dr. Douglas, {Detroit Clinic,) read an 
interesting paper on this subject before the Detroit Medical and Library 
Association. Locally the best results were obtained from the fumes of 
sulphurous acid or sulphite of soda; internally supporting measures. To 
relieve the impending suffocation, in place of tracheotoniy, he introduced 
a No. 10 gum catheter into the trachea, and rubbed the walls briskly 
to loosen the membrane, with decided benefit to the little sufferers. Dr. 
Riky, at the same meeting, reported that, as the results of tests, aquae 
calcis and lactic acid were the best solvents for the membrane, the former 
acting in three minutes, the latter, thirty per cent, solution, in five min- 
utes; pepsin with glycerine, dilute acetic acid and dilute sulphuric acid 
act very slowly, while dilute hydrochloric acid produced an insoluble, 
tough, rubber- like mass. Dr. Jennings said Dr. J. Leuis Smith had 
found that a solution of hydrate of sodium or potassium, (one to forty) 
a better solvent than either of the above. 

Dr. Benzan {Wiener Medical fVoch.) reports excellent results with 
dusting iodoform over the whole patch, being careful to cover it entirely. 
Application is made at intervals of every two hours during the day, and 
twice at night. The author claims that no treatment so effectually sup- 
presses the fetor and avoids the general septic infection. — New York 
Medical Journal — Medical News. 

Dr. Harvey M. Byrd reports {Medical News) very favorably upon 
the use of cosmoline and petroleum in diphtheria, both as curative and 
preventative agents. The former he administers internally, either in 
alternation with lac. sulphur, or in conjunction with it, in doses of eight 
to fifteen grains of each, according to age, every two to four hours. The 
petroleum he applies externally. To the well children he also gives the 
cosmoline twice a day, and after considerable experience thinks it acts 
as a prophylactic. He has tried the same remedies in measles and 
whooping cough with apparently excellent results.

86 REPORT ON DISEASES OF CHILDREN. 

Dr. J. Andreer (Contralblatt fur die Medicinischen Wissenschaften) 
reports upon the use of resorcin in diphtheria. During the last five 
years he has treated 222 cases of this affection of all degrees of severity, 
and all of them recovered. In the milder cases cauterization with the 
crystals or an ointment was sufficient ; the more severe required both in- 
tern ial and external administration. — American Medical Weekly. 

[This is a most extraordinary success in this very fatal complaint, and we can- 
not disabuse our minds of the belief that in a considerable portion of the cases, 
follicular pharyngitis, must have been mistaken for true diphtheritis. We 
should like fuller details before giving it our credence. — F* M. T."] 

Tracheotomy in Diphtheria. — Dr. Geo. F. Shrady lately reported 
(Medical Record~) a successful case at ten and one-half months. The 
interest of the case was the age. In a report of 863 operations by Dr. 
W. M. Masten, of Mobile, Ala., thirty-two were between the ages of 
four to twenty-two months. There were five cures. — American Medical 
Weekly, Jan. 6, 1883. 

The Boston Medical and Surgical Journal lately had an article on 
tracheotomy, with the discussion before the Society for Medical Observa- 
tion. The conclusions were, the importance of operating early, before 
exhaustion has set in ; stimulants pushed to the maximum endurance, es- 
pecially if there is any asphyxia ; anaesthetics seem to be dangerous from 
liability to spasm of glottis. — Med. and Surg, Reporter, Jan. 20, 1883. 

Alcohol in Scarlatina. — Dr. G. S. Mitchell, in the Cincinnati Lancet 
and Clinic, gives the result of the use of alcohol in scarlet fever, in forty- 
two cases successfully treated. He does not claim that he has found a spe- 
cific, but considers his results wan-ant him in concluding that alcohol 
shortens the duration and' prevents sequelae. He prescribes whiskey 
from the commencement of the disease until the end of the first week, 
at which time the disease proper is usually at an end. The dose is from 
one-half to a tablespoonful every hour to a child two or three years old, 
carefully observing its effect. He also uses spongings and lard inunctions. 
The rationale is the lessened oxidation of the red corpuscles, reducing 
the temperature ; the stimulation of the exhausted nervous system, thereby 
causing capillary contraction and less blood to surface, and less heat 
evolved ; the furnishing a food, and hence less tissue waste. Of forty 
cases tabulated, twenty-three were males, seventeen females ; twenty-two 
were severe cases of the anginose variety, eighteen of the simple form. 
The average duration was seven and one-fifth days. Suppuration of the 
submaxillary glands occurred in three cases, albumenuria lasting for a few 
days in three cases. 

Complications of the Air Passages in Measels and Scarlet Fever — 
Dr. E. Lori Budapest (Jahrducher fur Kinderhcilkunde, Band XIX. 
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Hefl. 1.) finds in measels a maculous or diffuse hyperemia of the mucous 
membrane of the air passages, appearing in from twelve to thirty-six 
hours after the* eruption. The maculous is mostly on the palate, velum, 
and gloitis. The diffuse on tonsils and back of pharynx. In some cases 
enlarged papillae show themselves in from one to twelve hours ; in others 
the membrane appears speckled dark red, due to* an exudation with 
an exfoliation of the lining epithelium. This process is more marked in 
the larynx and trachea than in the pharynx. Hemorrhages or ecchymos- 
tic spots rarely occur. More or less oedema of the posterior laryn- 
geal wall and posterior part of vocal cords is the rule, and may even 
produce stenosis of the larynx. Diphtheria may complicate, and if so 
generally attacks the larynx and trachea, rarely the pharynx. The prog- 
nosis depends on the rapid or slow progress of the fever itself. In young 
children acute laryngitis often remains ; if follicular, the prognosis is 
bad, as the children later develop tuberculosis. The writer cautions 
against expectorants, and if diphtheria supervenes, care not to produce 
bronchial trouble, through too frequent use of inhalations ; otherwise rest, 
regular temperature, pure air, no irritant food or drinks, and lukewarm 
inhalations. 

In scarlatina the pharynx is the most frequently affected portion. 
A maculous or diffuse hyperemia appears in from twelve to thirty- 
six hours. An intense cedema and diffuse hardness supervene, which 
may suddenly disappear with the appearance of the eruption or of vomit- 
ing. Care must be exercised not to mistake this fever for measels, from 
certain red points on the pharyngeal wall which enlarge considerably 
and not unfrequently appear. Diphtheria, according to the author's ob- 
servation, appeare in from four to ten days after the eruption, and more 
rarely in from one to four days. Scarlatinal diphtheria is distinguished 
from rubeolous diphtheria or the disease itself, by the fact that it rarely 
affects the larynx or deeper parts, and the membrane can be removed 
without the loss of substance ; gangrene of the mouth or throat, there- 
fore, rarely occurs, but it appears oftener on the skin, notes, testes and 
great cutaneous folds. The prognosis, when complicated with diphthe- 
ritis is bad, not so much so with gangrene alone. Alcoholic throat washes 
yield good results — Gaillard 1 s Medical Journal. 

Intussusception Treated by Abdominal Section — Mr. Rickman J. 
Godlee, at the Clinical Society of London, read notes of three cases. 
The first of a child aged nineteen months ; the child was very ill and 
weak, and the bowel protruded at the anus. Inflation was considered 
unwise, and abdominal section was performed antiseptically. The point 
of involution was found without any difficulty ; the wound was secured 
as in ovariotomy, and a dressing of idoform wool was applied and secured 
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by a flannel roller. The wound healed well and had completely closed 
by the eleventh day. The temperature rose to 105 ° the day after the ope- 
ration, but soon fell to ioo° ; small doses of brandy and minim doses of 
laudanum to check restlessness and diarrhoea were given. Case II was a 
younger child ; operation under antiseptic precautions. Peritonitis set 
in and child died the following night. Case III was a child fourteen 
weeks old. The point of involution was difficult to find and to reduce ; 
four inches of the intestine were drawn out. Child died after eight 
hours. At the autopsy it was found that seven inches of large intestine 
still remained unreduced. The author still would operate whenever the 
gut protruded at the anus, rather than waste much time with inflation 
or injection ; peritonitis was still a real danger, notwithstanding antisep- 
tic precautions. 

At the same meeting Mr. George Brown gave the history of a case 
of acute intussusception in a boy two years and nine months old. Ene- 
mata and inflation seemed only to aggravate the symptoms. Full doses 
of hyoscyamus every hour produced a sedative effect, but only tempora- 
rily. Abdominal section was performed two days after being first 
seen. Incision was made two and a half* inches to left of medium line. 
Great difficulty was experienced in finding the point of invagination, and 
all attempts at relieving it failed ; further reduction was discontinued. 
The portion of intestine drawn through the abdominal incision was found 
impossible to return, on account of its distension with gas. Pricking 
with needles caused no lessening in bulk, and it was necessary to make a 
slight longitudinal incision in the descending colon ; they were then re- 
turned and the wound closed. Death occurred after six hours. Firm ad- 
hesion was found of the serous membrane of the colon, and of the in- 
vaginated small intestine. The chief points of interest were the rapid 
and acute character of the symptoms, and the firm adhesions produced 
in the fifty-two hours intervening between the onset and operation. In 
future he would operate earlier and in the median line. 

In the discussion which followed, Mr. Bryant also advocated an early 
operation ; he had also experienced much difficulty in drawing out the 
involuted portion of intestine. 

Dr. Hilton Fagge considered the occurrence of anal hemorrhage a 
symptom of strangulation of the bowel, and the indication for immediate 
interference. The period at which strangulation came on was very vari- 
able, but its duration was the essential point. He operated successfully 
on a child seven months old, where the intussusception had existed for 
two weeks, but strangulation only twelve hours. If much difficulty ex- 
isted in reducing the invagination, Mr. Jonathan Hutchinson's recom- 
mendation of pushing it up from below can be resorted to. Dr. F. 
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Taylor reported that in three cases two recovered after inflation ; the 
other was operated upon and died after three hours from collapse. Mr. 
Howse had had four cases since 1876. Inflation failed and they were 
operated on. In all four he could not return the invaginated bowel, 
although Mr. Hutchinson's proceedure was resorted to. In two cases he 
excised the ileo-careal valve, and joined the cut edges together, but with- 
out success. To prevent any fecal matter getting into the peritoneal cav- 
ity he used a thin rubber sheet with a hole cut in it through which thein- 
testine to be operated upon was drawn. In cases where the bowel pro- 
truded from the anus, he cited an Italian who cut off the ileo carcal valve, 
through ignorance of its character; the patient recovered. Profiting by 
this experience he would advise fastening the bowel down with pins, and 
then cut off below the pins. Dr. Buzzard considered there was an ele- 
ment of possible recovery in these cases. In simple intussusception 
there was no obstruction of the bowels, and when they became adherent 
together a causative process was going on. Dr. Glover had resorted to 
belladonna, after all other methods except section had been tried, with 
the result of a good evacuation and relief. The President, Mr. Lister, 
thought Mr. House's suggestion, though of startling novelty, worthy of 
consideration. He would also advise antiseptic precautions. Mr. God- 
lee in conclusion observed that it was rare for the bowel to separate by 
sloughing in very young children, and that they usually died ; those in 
more advanced age recovered after inflation. — American Medical Weekly. 
Artificial Food for Infants. — In a clinical lecture reported in the 
Medical News, given by Dr. Arthur V. Meigs, is much food for earnest 
thought. Some statistical items speak volumes. In sixty years at the 
foundling hospital, Rouen, France, 36,504 children were placed; the 
mortality was ninety per cent. A few years ago the published morality at 
the Philadelphia almshouse, in the foundling ward, was one hundred per 
cent. Of course this fearful morality is greatly attributable to the char- 
acter of the children themselves when admitted, the offspring of poverty, 
dissipation and hereditary taint; also, many contract fatal illness from 
the exposure upon doorsteps and cellar ways before they are picked up ; 
but feeding, necessarily artificial, adds much to the death rate. How 
best to deal with this last element of danger is the Doctor's question. 
The object is to use some food as near the quality of the mother's milk as 
possible. Cow's milk contains more caseine and less sugar than human 
milk and is acid, while the latter is alkaline. To correct these differen- 
ces the writer has devised a food which he considers approximates nearer 
to the human than any he has yet used. It consists of cream, two parts; 
milk, one part; lime water, two parts, and three parts of a solution of 
milk and sugar, of the strength of 17^ drachms to the pint of water.

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The milk should be ordinary cow's milk and the cream such as is usually 
sold in the cities, containing about sixteen to seveteen per cent, of fat. 
The quantity of this food for a newly born infant should be about two 
to three fluidounces every two hours. As the solution of milk-sugar is 
difficult to keep in warm weather, he orders it to be put up in packages 
of 17^ drachms each, and the solution made as required. 

The following analysis may not be without value, so I insert it : 

Water, 

Fat, 

Caseine, 

Sugar, 

Ash, 

The cream in the artificial food is here only twelve per cent., and is 
therefore slightly too small in quantity.

A New Test for Albumen in the Urine. — {London Lancet Medical 
News). According to Dr. Wm. Roberts acidulated brine is a very del- 
icate test for albumen. The best solution is made as follows : Mix a 
fluidounce of dilute hydrochloric acid with a pint of water and saturate 
this wirh common salt, and filter. Any other of the mineral acids may 
also be used. Either the acidulated brine can be added to the urine in a 
test tube, or the urine to the brine by letting it trickle along the sides of 
the tube to the bottom. The precipitate is soluble by adding an excess 
of the brine or urine. In point of delicacy it stands on a par with nitric 
acid, but in high-colored urine it is decidedly superior. 

Pregnancy at an Early Age. A girl was confined at Prof. Braun's 
Obstetric Clinic, in Vienna, only thirteen years of age. She was a native 
of lower Austria, peasant, and had menstruated three times before her 
confinement. The child was a male and weighed 2370 grammes, (be- 
tween six and seven pounds) and at present writing, both mother and 
infant are doing finely. — Medical News. 

Helenine and the Bacillus of Tubercle. Dr. Korab (Z* Union Medi- 
cate, September 16th, 1882,) has reported four experiments tending to 
show that helenine exerts a marked unfavorable influence on the develop- 
ment of tubercle bacillus. Dr. Korab had previously found helenine of 
value in the treatment of diseases of the respiratory organs. — Gaillard's 
Medical Journal. 

Domesticity as a Cause of Insanity. The following, which we take 
from the Boston Journal of Chemistry, will afford food for much reflec- 
tion. "Mrs. M , age forty-four, mother of eight children, acute 

mania. The husband, when asked if he could suggest any cause for her 
illness, exclaimed, with much animation, that he could not conceive any 
reason. i She is a most domestic woman ; is always doing something for 
her children ; is always at work for us all ; never goes out of the house, 
even to church on Sundays; never goes gadding about at the neighbors' 
houses talking from one to another ; has been one of the best of wives 
and mothers, and was always at home.' " The superintendent, in corn- 
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menting on this case, says: "This appreciative husband could hardly 
have furnished a more graphic delineation of the causes of his wife's 
insanity, had he understood them never so thoroughly,' ' — Medical and 
Surgical Reporter, 

The Straight Bodied Position in Labor. In a late issue of the Brit* 
ish Medical Journal, Dr. A. Drummond McDonald advocates the straight 
position in labor. By this posture he claims l< the natural obtuseness of 
the angle of inclination of the perineal plane is retained j it straightens 
the vaginal parts of the passages and prevents the sacral segment of the 
floor being converted into a valvular lid for the pelvic box in its coccygeo 
pubic plane. Hence a demonstrable source of speedier labor." As a 
result of eighteen cases, fourteen gave positive proof of the value of this 
posture ; two were negative; two tended to prove that this position plus 
support exercises only a slight beneficial influence, where there is* genu- 
ine perineal rigidity, though probably the flexed position would have 
given a worse result. — Ibid. 

To Hasten the Action of Quinine. Dr. Starke, in Berliner Klin % 
Woch.y advises that before swallowing powder or pills of quinine, a weak 
tartaric acid lemonade be taken. This procedure not only greatly accel- 
erates the solution and absorption of the quinine, rendering its physio- 
logical action much more prompt, but also obviates that unpleasant gas- 
tric initation so common after the administration of large doses of this 
drug. — Ibid. 

An Acid to Percussion. Dr. E. C. Huse sends the following sug- 
gestion to the Chicago Medical Journal and Examiner : If a couple of 
feet of small rubber tubing be attached to an ordinary " finger stall," 
such as is found in most drug stores, and its tip, sewed to an elastic band, 
be pushed into the ear, the stalled finger will convey sounds, in percus- 
sion, where nicety is requisite, far better than the ordinary way. It is to 
percussion, what the stethoscope is to auscultation. An apparatus devised 
by the Doctor, costing 28 cents, worked nicely. 

The Gastroscope. Dr. McKeliez, of Vienna, has invented an in- 
strument for illuminating and inspecting the inside of the living human 
stomach. On November 5th he exhibited his apparatus, which he has 
called the "Gastroscope," to the leading professors at the Polytechnik, 
and performed some interesting experiments with it upon a female hos- 
pital patient, suffering with chronic dyspepsia. It consists of a tube, 
fitted with a set of minute but powerful reflectors at one end, and con- 
nected at the other with an electric battery, by which brilliant light is 
projected into the stomach. This tube was passed down the subject's 
throat and remained there fully twenty minutes, during which time the 
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Vienna professors were enabled to diagnosis the condition of every part 
of the mucous membrane thus lighted up and revealed to their gaze. — 
American Medical Weekly. 

Poisoning by Peach- Kernels. — A fatol case of poisoning by peach- 
stones, noted in the French papers as having occurred in Paris last 
summer, should serve as a warning to families in which children are 
allowed to look after themselves for hours at a time. Probably very few 
adults themselves know how poisonous peach-stones are. The victim of 
the accident in Paris secreted the stones of a number of peaches, and, 
obtaining a hammer, when left alone broke them open industriously and 
ate them; the result being that he was fatally poisoned by hydrocyanic 
(prussic) acid. Writers on toxicology state that one ounce of the kernels 
contains about one grain of pure prussic acid,Jand this quantity, it is well 
known, is sufficient to kill any adult person. Even two-thirds of a grain 
has very often proved fatal, and indeed may well be regarded as a fatal 
dose for any child. — Weekly Drug. News. 

Tobacco Poisoning. — A curious case of tobacco poisoning is reported 
from Brooklyn. A child purchased a cake at one of the refreshment 
stands in Prospect park. After eating a small portion of it, he was taken 
with nausea and vomited freely. A physician being summoned declared 
that the child was suffering from tobacco poisoning, and, on examina- 
tion, tobacco was found scattered through the cake. This accident 
indicates the necessity for some sort of supervision of the bakeries, as 
there is but little doubt that the subordinate workmen are not of the 
most cleanly habits possible. — Chicago Medical Review. 

Belladonna Poisoning treated by Bromide of Potassium. — Dr. Dorr 
{Pacific Medical and Surgical Journal) reports the case of a child, two 
ano\ one-half years old, who was poisoned by belladonna. Opium alone 
apparently being without effect, eight grains of the bromide was given 
every half hour. After taking thirty-two grains the child became quiet 
and went to sleep. In a few days she was entirely well. — Medical Record, 
September p. 

• Lobelia Poisoning; Curious Cause of Death. — A man of intemperate 
habits in England took a powder containing lobelia, capsicum, etc., by 
advice of an irregular practitioner. He died without vomiting. At the 
autopsy there was found a rent in the stomach, through which the con- 
tents had escaped into the peritoneal cavity. In a stomach weakened by 
disease, an emetic like lobelia may, therefore, produce a fatal rupture. — 
Medical Times. 

Atropia as an Antidote to Pilocarpine. — Dr. Frohnmueller reports a 
case in which the hypodermic injection of 0.02 grm. of the muriate of 
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pilocarpine in a man aged eighteen, with exudative pleurisy, produced 
exaggerated symptoms of pilocarpine poisoning; the administration of 
twenty drops of an atropia solution used for the eye was followed by an 
almost immediate disappearance of the symptoms. A number of experi- 
ments were then instituted, which show that this antidotal property is also 
possessed by homatropia r—Med. Chir. Cent., Cin. Lan. and Clinic, Sept, 2. 
Morphine Poisoning; Nitrite A my I. — In two cases of poisoning by 
morphine, one of them being a child only six months old, Dr. Turner 
employed inhalations of nitrite of amyl with success, although it was 
used at an advanced stage of intoxication. — St. Louis Cour. of Med. 

Jaborandi for all Poisons. — Dr. Ryder says : I believe jaborandi to 
possess the power of eliminating from the human system almost any 
specific poison, by means of the skin, if resorted to at once and before 
the poison has had time to set up its peculiar action — So. Med. Record. 
Poisoning from Unripe Potatoes. — Several cases of poisoning are 
reported in Dalmatia from the ingestion of unripe potatoes. Unripe and 
very old potatoes contain a certain quantity of solanine and they should 
be carefully peeled before being boiled. — Chicago Medical Review. 

Poison of Mushrooms ; Atropia. — The London Lancet says that mus- 
carine, the active poison of mushrooms, is directly antagonized by atro- 
pia. — Gaillard } s Medical Journal, 

Hip-Joint Amputations ; Langenbech? s Mode. — In amputating at the 
hip-joint he first ligates the femoral artery high up. Then without trans- 
fixing, but using his comparatively short " lappen-messer," he raises an 
anterior flap, which includes but little muscular tissue, and that only 
toward the completion of the section. After securing all bleeding vessels, 
he next proceeds to merely outline the posterior flap. This done, he 
returns to the anterior incision, rapidly deepens this till the joint is 
reached, disarticulates and completes the formation of the posterior flap. 
Two drainage-tubes are used — one in the retiring angle of the wound, 
which discharges at its inner extremity, while the other passes through 
the posterior flap and into the acetabulum. 

The sutures now being inserted, the wound is dressed a la Lister, 
except that carbolized charpie, thickly dusted with iodoform, is substi- 
tuted for the ''protective." The wound is redressed after the lapse of 
twenty-four hours. This iodoform dressing is well nigh universally 
employed by Von Langenbeck. Indeed, I remember no operation in 
which it was not used, either in the manner stated, or, as in open resec- 
tion wounds, directly applied to the raw surfaces; still I was informed 
by one of the clinical assistants that toxic effects are rarely met with, and 
then only in the event of large wounds being regularly dressed-with the 
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agent for long periods of time.— From Dr. S. Y. Howell 's Letter in 
American Pract. , Oct. 

Resection of the Hip-Joint. — Mr. George Cowell reported at the 
meeting of the Section of Surgery of the British Medical Association his 
experience in sixty-five cases of excision of the hip, in which his per- 
centage of deaths amounted to ten per cent. His conclusions are : 

i. Resection should be restricted to cases where there is distinct 
grating in the joint, accompanied by either pain or profuse suppuration, 
or failure of health. 

2. It should be performed without loss of time as soon as these con* 
ditions are recognized. 

3. It is inadmissible in patients over eighteen years of age. All 
three of my older patients died with more or less prolonged suppuration, 
and without the slightest attempt at repair. I have never seen an adult 
patient recover from excision of the hip. 

4. The younger the patient (my youngest patient was three and a 
half) the more satisfactory the result and the more rapid the repair. 

He *now performs the operation antiseptically, and always removes 
the great trochanter with the head of the bone. By not postponing the 
operation, the acetabular mischief is usually slight. Both ends of the 
wound are closed with two silver sutures, a tube being inserted so as to 
keep the centre of the wound, opposite the acetabulum, open. He pre- 
fers Bryant's splint, and fixes the limb operated upon an inch shorter 
than the other. This extension is a matter of great importance, as he is 
convinced that the muscular contraction forcing the shaft of- the femur 
against some part of the acetabulum is a frequent source of subsequent 
failure and of undeserved discredit of the operation. In the last few 
cases, when possible, he has placed the children for the first few weeks in 
the prone position (face downward), so as to avoid soaking the bandages 
with urine. He has tried this plan for too short a time to express any 
positive opinion with regard to it ; but it answers its purpose exceedingly 
well, and is marvelously tolerated by the little patients. — Brit. Mediccu 
Journal. — Medical News, Sept. 16. 

Euphorbia Pilulifera, a Remedy for Asthma. — A new remedy for the 
relief of the most obstinate asthma has been announced. Put one ounce 
of euphorbia pilulifera (indigenous to Queensland in Australia) in two 
quarts of water, and simmer until reduced to one quart. Take a wine- 
glassful at £ time. — Pacific Medical and Surgical Journal.
